The  year  1962  was  one  which  would  have  amazed  our  predecessors 
of  even  one  generation  back,  no  infant  deaths,  no  maternal  deaths, 
a trivial  amount  of  infectious  disease,  with  no  deaths,  only  3 new 
cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  a population  over  10,000, 
and  no  new  cases  of  non-re spiratory  tubercle. 

Housing  improvements  are  also  to  be  noticed,  the  provision 
by  the  Council  of  flats  for  old  people,  the  substantial  number  of 
houses  brought  up  to  better  conditions  by  standard  grants,  and  the 
steady  progress  in  conversion  of  waste  water  closets,  all  these 
are  encouraging. 

Thank  you  Mr.  Chairman,  the  Committee  and  my  fellow  officials 
for  never  failing  support  throughout  the  year.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  15th  Annual  report  for  the  year  1962. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  a start  has  been  made  with  the  implementation 
of  the  Clean  Air  Act  and  No,  1 area  has  been  surveyed.  Ministry  approval 
is  now  awaited  and  .it  is  hoped  to  have  this  first  area_.in  operation  by  April 
1964.  Some  details  have  already  been  prepared  for  Area  ho,  2 and  this  area 
will  be  smokeless  by  1965, 

Six  areas  in  all  are  planned  and  it  is  estimated  that  the  whole  of  Great 
Harwood  will  be  completed  by  1970-71 • Extensive  publicity  and  readily  available 
information  has  done  much  to  assist  householders  in  the  operation  of  the  Act. 
ho  extensive  opposition  has  been  met  but  the  need  for  continued  education  and 
explanation  is  of  importance. 

The  fall  in  salvage  and  loss  of  income  was  disappointing  but  due  to  very 
little  demand  for  waste  paper  many  tons  had  to  be  disposed  of  on  the  tip. 

It  is  also  pleasing  to  report  that  waste  water  closets  are  being  removed  or 
converted  at  over  100  per  year  and  to  encourage  conversions  the  grant  was  increased 
to  £10. 

I wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  continued 
support  and  also  the  staff  and  officers  of  the  Council  for  their  assistance 
during  the  year.
